Nixon’s biggest day 


CAIRO (UPI) - Two mil¬ 
lion dancing, cheering Egyp¬ 
tians gave President Nixon 
the biggest welcome of his life 
Wednesday. President Anwar 
Sadat later gave him the na¬ 
tion's highest honor and feted 
him with a lavish banquet in 
the ganlens of F)gypt's last 
king. 

But ndmidst the gaity of 
what Nixon described as one 
of the most memorable day.s 
of hit life, Sadat Injected a

Under palms clustered with 
red, white and blue lights, at 
Kubbah Palace, Sadat cati- 
tickned that a solution to the 
Palestinian issue is “indispen- 
saiile to the attainment oC a 
just and durable peace.” 

Referring to the Arabs who 
were displaced when Pales¬ 
tine w’as set aside a.s Israel, 
hmneland for the Jews, Sadat

Ehrlichman trial 
may be simplified 


WASHIWiTO.V (AP) — A 
federal judge said Wednesday 
a “substantial change” in 
President Nixon's position on 
executive privilege may make 
unnecessary a separate, de¬ 
layed trial for John >3irlich- 
man in the Ell.sberg break-in 
ca.se. 

“I think we shraild proceed 
on the assumption that possi¬ 
bly we are to be able to pro¬ 
ceed with no severance or 
continuance of Mr. Ehrlich¬ 
man necessary.” .Judge CJer- 
hard Gesell said.

OTTAWA (CP) — Fuel for an already hot 
election issue came out Wednesday in a Statistics 
Canada report that the May increase in the con¬ 
sumer price index was the highest in 23 years. 

Leaders of opposition parties all claimed the 
figuies demonstrated a need for their programs. 


Prime Minister Trudeau 
Jfyted that higher food prices 
were part of the reason for 
the sharp rise in the index 
and said his opponents* pro¬ 
posals for controls on prices 
did not include food. 

The May increase was 1.7 
per cent. About half of the 
increase w'as due to a three- 
per-cent jump in the food 
index and another one-quarter 
caused by higher gasoline and 
fuel oil costs. 

There has not been a higher 
monthly increase since the 
government was dismantling 
the wartime price controls 
program after the Second 
World War. 

Since last May. the con¬ 
sumer price index has gone 
up by 10.9 per cent. 

Fhx)gres8ive Conservative 
Leader Robert Stanfield said 
the May increase was alarm¬ 
ing and it now was urgent 
that a form of prices and in¬ 
comes controls be implement¬ 
ed. 

Stanfield said in Hamilton. 
Ont. the ethic oi liberalism 
now could be described as 
“economic bigotry — the no¬ 
tion that tfiose who have the 
least matter the least.” 

Stanfield said price and in¬ 
come controls should be im¬ 
plemented because nothing 
else seems to be working and 
nothing is being given to those 
people who need help. 

NTDP leader David Lewis, in 
the Arctic, expressed "deep 
concern about the steepness 
of current increases, especial¬ 
ly in the light of the hefty 
profits being made by the 
meal packers and sugar refin¬ 
eries.” 

“The consumer price statis¬ 
tics underscore the need for a 
national price control board 
with powers to roll back un¬ 
justified price increases." he 
said, adding that the packers 
end refineries “might war¬ 
rant use of this board." 

In Montreal. Real Caouette, 
Social Credit party leader’ dc- 
j»cnbed the rost-of-Uving rise 
as "a normal consequence of 
an obsolete financial regime 
which does not take into ac¬ 
count p.’vTpie'sneeds.’

F\)lice said l^Naal stole pieces that would 


have been worth 350,000, and sold them to a 
scrap dealer for $600. l 

Two solid 75-pound brass castings of fish 
about four feet long, vrorth $25,000, were 
recovered at McNeal's home, police said, but 
six pieces had already been shipped to Japan 
aboard the liner Queen's Way Bridge, which 
sailed June 2. 

Police said that under Japanese law. 
metal imported as scrap cannot be exported 
again, and there were fears that unless the 
valuable fountain compenents can be reco¬ 
vered before the ship enters Japanese 
waters, they will be lost. 

Interpol was asked to get word to the 
liner's captain.

Easy-going Pierre 
riled by hecklers 


EDMONTON. (CP) — Ob¬ 
viously frustrated and oc¬ 
casionally annoyed, Prime 
Minister Trudeau was foiled - 
by hecklers in his attempt to 
make a pleasant, easy-going 
sf»eech Wedne.sday night. 

Instead, he delivered an im¬ 
passioned address accom¬ 
panied by plenty of body lan¬ 
guage. a number of exasper¬ 
ated sighs, some smiles and a 
sincerity which drew loud ap¬ 
plause. 

The prime minister made 
his speech before several 
thousand people at an outdoor 
rally at Coronation Paric. He 
was accompanied by his wife 
Margaret, who joined him 
after^ sfiending about a week 
with her parents in Vancouver 
where,' since Saturday, she 
had been campaigning on her 
husband's behajf. 

His shirt open at the collar 
and the rose in his lapel wilt¬ 
ed with the 75-de®Tee temper¬ 
atures. Trudeau took the mi¬ 
crophone in a good-humored 
mo^. i 

"You’re almost loo nice to 
be making a political speech 
to.” he told the crowd press¬ 
ing against the stage. Despite 
the occasional Conservative 
placard and a sign that read 
'■please vole, but not Tni*, 
dean." his audience was re-'jL 
ceptive. 

But his chatty comments 
atxjut his first visit to Edmon¬ 
ton 35 years ago. and a low- 
key statement about problems 
facing farmers and producers 
soon met with questions from 
the audience. 

”If you want to get it (the 
si>cech) political, start heck¬ 
ling.” Trudeau said. "But if 
you want it to be nice ....’* 

He stopped, listened to an¬ 
other comment from a 
member of the audience and 
said: 

”Aw, he wants to talk aliout 
inflation.” 

His face lost its gtKxl- 
humored expression for a mo¬ 
ment. Then suddenly he 
perked up. 

"I had some kids In (a high 
school rally) this morning and 
one of them said we don’t pay 
enough for our sugar. And he 
was right.” 

More heckling from the au¬ 
dience. 

"Let's not gel ntjsessed with 
inflation.” the prime minister 


said. "Of course we’re trying 
to do .something about it ... 
what do you want us to do? 
Lower our sugar prices to the 
poor (people who harvest it) 
trying to eke out a living . . .? 

"All right, so gasoline 
prices have gone up. But 
we’re still paying J4 less for 
our gas than the world price.” 

Throwimg up his arms, he 
asked the people what they 
thought he was doing with the 
money from oil— "Do you 
think I’m putting it in my 
p<K-ket?’' 


"Maybe you think I’m buy¬ 
ing those expensive ashtrays 
for my office that the Tories 
are aiw’ays talking about. 

"I don’t even smoke,” he 
added with exasperation. "It's 
the prime ministers office, 
for God’s .sake." 

■'Then there's the Cadillac 
which they say cost 580,000. 

"It probably did. It’s ar¬ 
mored like a tank. 

’I didn’t buy the dam 
thing. That’s not my idea of 
fun, driving in an armored 
car."

Trudeau pledges 
fairer rail rates 


Kn.VlONTON trPt Primp 
.Minister Trudeau unwrap|>ed 
parts of the promised new 
iran.sportation ixflicy Wednes- 
tlay. pledt;ins lo remove all 
regional ine(|uilies in freicht 
rales and to revamp die en¬ 
tire tfrain handlins system. 

The policy statement rover- 
ed a broad ranJie of issues 
and included plans to create a 
(Yffwn-owned reserve Ireii'ht 
car fleet and to restructure 
ixirts and harbors. 

’’ ... We are abandonini: 
the outimfdod freight rale 
slrunure which was based on 
ihe belief that competition 
wtjuld result m lower rales for 
the consumer of railwa> scr- 
Ntccs.” he said in a prepared 
viateinenl at Edmonton tnier- 
national Airport. 

Tltis would he replaced h> a 
sysictn in which shippers of 
agricultural and industrial 
ctimniodilies pay ’’an amount 
which is fairly based on the 
real cost of the service . . .” 

"In no case will the rale for 
a short haul exieed the rate 
for a Ion? haul, as it has in 
the past." 

T^owever. the prime min¬ 
ister said that in special cases 

- such as the Mantimes and 
the Crovvsnesl. Pass rates 
charges at less than cost of 
service Wtiuld still apply. 

The Crowsnesf Pass rales 
were set in 189t) lo provide 
low rates f(»r export pram 
movinp through 'I’huftder Bay, 
Om, They were established as 
a charge for concessions 
given the Canadian Pacific 
Railway when it built the 
Crowsnest Pass line through 
the Rocky Mountains. 

PYeight rates have been a 
long-standing issue in the four 
Western provinces, where the 
Liberals hold only seven 
seats. Westerners complain 
that freight rates are high 
and discriminatory. 

The freight-rale changes 
would improve the competi¬ 
tive position of Western indus¬ 
tries and help new ones to de¬ 
velop. . no Westerner will 
have cause to complain that 
he is being treated unfairly." . 

.\n aide to the prime min- 
.isier said the policy statement

Trudeau, calling the fK)llcy 
a massive attack on transpor- 
lation problems, said Ottawa 
and the four provinces al¬ 
ready have started work on 
the new system.

Rights trampled 

but evidence 
valid—court 


OTPAWA (CPl Chief .lus- 
tire Bora Laskin said Wednes¬ 
day that any evideme gath¬ 
ered by police as the result of 
denying any rights umler the 
Rill of Rights should not be 
admissible in courts.. 

The relief justice, rendering 
a minority judgment in a 
drinking-driver appeal, de¬ 
scribed the Bill of Rights as 
"a quasi-<f>nsliuitionaI in¬ 
strument'’ and said the courts 
must guard against any in¬ 
fringement of it 4)y ex< kifling 
evidence that is produced 
through a violation of a iier- 
son’s rights guaranteed under 
■the bill. 

However, the nria.|oriiy of 
the Supreme Couit rejected 
the thinking of the chief jus¬ 
tice in upholding a conviction 
of impaired driving against 
Thoma.s Arthur Hogan of 
Dartmwith, N.S. 

Ibe majority said tiie eom- 
mon law principle on illegally- 
obtained evidence remains 
the law in Canada. That prin¬ 
ciple stales such evidence can 
be introduced in <*ourts pro¬ 
vided It is relevant and rxily 
at the discretion of the trial 
judge. , 

'The evidence was that 
Hogan was stopped by police 
early in the morning of June 
3, 1972, and asked to go to the 
Dartmouth police station for a 
breath test. 

On the way he asked his 
girlfriend to call his lawyer. 
At the station and just before 
he look the test, he heard his 
lawyer's voice outside the 
room. But his request to con¬ 
sult his lawyer before taking 
the test was denied by iiolire. 

Mr. Justice Roland Ritchie, 


writing the majority reasons 
ujiholding the conviction, said 
he had no doubt that police 
made a legal demand for a 
breath test and that the fact 
that Hogan could have re¬ 
fused to take the test until he 
.«poke lo his lawyer did not 
mean the test was obtained 
by illegal means or trickerj’. 
The evidence also was rele¬ 
vant since it led to Hogan's 
conviction. 

"Even if tfiis jevidonce had 
Iteeti lmpro{)erly or illegally 
obtained, there was therefore 
no grounds for excluding it at 
common law.” said Ritchie. 

Ritchie rejected' the chief 
justice's thinking, saying it 
was ba.'^ed on acceptance of 
American case.s in which the 
rule was to throw out evi¬ 
dence where there was a vio¬ 
lation of the rights under The 
American Omstilution. 

He said the British North 
America Act, considered the 
Canadian <'ounlerpart erf the 
American Constitution, con¬ 
tained no provision to make a 
similar finding. 

"I cannot agree that where 
there has been a breach of 
<Kte of the provisions of the 
Canadian Bill of Rights, it 
justifies the adoption of the 
rule of .absolute exclusion on 
the American model which is 
in derogatiexi of the common 
law rule long af^epted in this 
country, ” said Ritchie. 

The Hogan appeal waa 
heard in November, a ihonth 
prior to I.,askin’s becoming 
chief .iustice. Mr. Justice Wi- 
shari Spence was the only 
other court member agreeing 
’^vifh Judge laskin on the 
Hogan appeal.

T he (X)ST of living figui-es for May only 
serve to confirm what Mi’, and Mrs. Average 
Canadian have known only too well. Prices on 
everything, from food in particular, to housing, to 
dothing, to health services, aren’t fractionally 
higher but show substantial Increases. 

Tl^re was confirmation of the sad state of liv¬ 
ing cdTO last week, for that matter, when Beryl 
Plumptre of that poor, useless food prices review 
board, made what can only be described as a pitiful 
attempt to lessen the weight of worry baring 
down on consumers. Speaking in Quebec City she 
admitted the index figures were going to have a 
gloomy look in so far as food is coneemed. But 
people should i-ealize that the food price rise foi- 
May (which turned out to be .3 per cent from April 
and 18.3 per cent from a year ago) was compiled 
from a surv'ey taken during the first week of the 
month. And since that time things have improved: 
rises in the price of dairy pioducts have been ai’- 

lested, beef prices have stabilized. _ 

This must have come as a suiTtrise to food 
market shoppers who must also be finding it dif¬ 
ficult to taste the high hopes Mrs. Plumptre has for 
food prices in the future. Her optimism is based on 
favorable weather conditions for North American 
crops. Someone should tell her the ground hasn’t 
even been broken yet for planting in some sections 
of the Canadian prairies. 


The most interesting talk to do with the latest 
price index came the day before it was released to 
tite public, and from no other than Prime Minister 
Trudeau. 

He der’ided the best line of defence of the 
highcr-than-cver cost of living would be to scoff at 
what he knew would be coming from his political 
opponents.' From Conservative Leader Stanfield 
there would be fog and dark gloomy clouds, he 
predicted, and from NDP Leader Lewis great 
thunder claps and strong winds. And neither had 
any shelter to offer. 

But what protection is Mr. Trudeau offering in 
a continuation of policies that have brought about 
the gloom? 

The NDP’s national prices control board that 
-■ would have the power to stop price increases, and a 
two-price system for a wide range of basic com¬ 
modities, is rather a flimsy structure that doesn’t 
cover a sufficiently wide area. But the Cktnserva- 
live Party’s prices and incomes controls plan is 
solid, and all inclusive for a 90-day period, with fur¬ 
ther strengthening to come through modifications 
designed in ron.sultation with the provinces, in¬ 
dustry and labor. ' 

Mr. Tnideau doesn’t see it as such. But Mr. 
Tmdeau doesn’t .see a number of things, not the 
least of which is the blue mood of the country 
which he doesn’t seem loo interested in changing.

Language again a big issue 


Government Street mall 


A FEW WEEKS AGO Victoria city council’s fi- 
^ nance committee came to the conclusion that 
$900,000 originally allocated to the construction of 
a parking centre between Broughton and Courtney 
should be switched to the building of a Government 
Street mall, to bepn in January. The reason giren 
was that the parking centre project had run into 
problems because of provincial government land 
holdings in the area and difficulty in obtaining 
street frontage. 

City Manager James Bramley said at the time 
that the best solution would be to co-ordinate plans 
with the provincial government to ensure that any 
development would include parking accommo¬ 
dation, in which case the city’s land holdings in the 
block could serve to finance the civic share of the 
cost. 

Now Alderman Sam Bawlf has infoi-med 
downtown businessmen that the parking structure 
is in an active planning stage once again, in co¬ 
operation with the provincial government, proba¬ 
bly as a multS-use building with parking for alx>ut 
.300 cars mainly for short-term parkers and also 
with office and retail accommodation. But there is 
no suggestion that the city council has any thought 
of backing off from its plan to turn Government 
Street into a mall almost exclusively devoted to pe¬ 
destrian traffic from Humboldt Street to Johnston 
Street. 

Oddly, however, the plan is being advanced 
with a minimum of consideration of the views of 
many of the people who will be affected if Govern¬ 
ment Street is closed to the heavy traffic that now 
uses it. Two summer staff student employees of the 


city traffic engineering department have been 
quizzing mptorists who park in the downtown park¬ 
ing buildings about the main streets they ase to get 
downtown, the main reasons for their trips, how 
long they park, and how far away they park from 
places they want to reach. But the questioning does 
not extend to all the other motorists who seldom if 
ever u.se the civic or busine.ss garages, but compete 
for the diminishing number of parking metei-s. It 
does not extend to all those who mu.st pass through 
the downtown area without nece.ssarily stopping 
I here. 

It seems' obvious that although a pede.strian- 
niall Government .Street would be an attraction to 
touri.sis, particularl.v visitors of the day-trip variety 
who do not bring their cars with them, it would 
ci-eatc enormous traffic problems in an area where 
there are already aggravating tie-ups in the busier 
hours. Derek Wild, the city’s assistant engineer 
and transportation planner, himself has said in 
reply to a question that when Ck)vernment Street is 
eventually closed to traffic, the only way lumber 
trucks would get to Ogden Point would be by way 
of Douglas or Blanshard Streets. ’This is one smail 
indication of the’ troubles the closure would cause. 

Before the council proceeds much farther with 
its thoughts of a pleasant pedestrian area, reached 
only by parking .some distance away (in competi¬ 
tion with the growing number of provincial civil 
.servants working in downtown buildings) and set¬ 
ting up entirely new traffic patterns, it surely first 
must experimentally close the street for a brief 
time. And then it should let the public have its say, 
either through hearings — which may not be rep- 
i-escntative — or preferably, a referendum.

Indian crafts 

Native Indian craftsmen a|i- 
pealed a city council rcje«- 
lion o( an application for a li¬ 
cence to sell native arts and 
crafts on downtown Victoria 
streets. As concerned citizens 
we strongly sui^pcrt this re¬ 
quest. 

'Hte native effort by na¬ 
tive Indians to break the 
eternal welfare cycle and 
Btignta of being second class 
citizens by having craft 
Inoths at cArefuUy selected 
locations would be a signifi¬ 
cant tourist attraction. A 
recent Coloniist article alleges 
excessive price maj'kups on 
native craftwork by some 
merchants. From personal 
observatKxis we can believe 
this allegation. 

Alderman Tom Christie 
suggested that merchants 
would fear a decline in busi¬ 
ness if the Indians w-eie 
granted their request. In ef¬ 
fect, he is c<MKloning a rip-off 
of both the Indians and the 
public.

"Butazolindin, or phenylbu¬ 
tazone, is an excellent enelg- 
esic for certain forms of ar¬ 
thritis” my book on ”piUs” 
says. One druggist warned a 
man buying too many, for bu- 
tazolidin has serious side ef¬ 
fects. It can cause e<lema by 
salt and water retention, 
ulcers with bleeding, and se¬ 
vere kidney and b<»je marrow 
damage. ”No doctor,” the 
book says, “would permit pro¬ 
longed use of this drug, 'hits 
man couldn’t believe such 
goed pills would hurt, him but 
he now has kidney problems.” ‘ 

So you see why I’m glad the 
dnig men scooped up the herb 
pills. They are only protecting 
us.

Can Stone Age children become geniuses?

Aaron Stern believes 
that environment, not 
heredity and race, deter- 
mines intelligence. He 
hopes to dramatize his 
belief by personally edu¬ 
cating two children from 
the Stone Age Tasaday 
tribe of the Philippines. 


Stero. 55, a university ler. 
turer who tayi his system at 
total immersion education 
prepared his daughter lo 
enter college at age 12 and 
■become a univereity mathe¬ 
matics instructor at age ]5, 
has asked the state depari- 
hient and the Philippine gov¬ 
ernment to allow him to edu¬ 
cate the children. 

”1 hope iti document that in¬ 
tellectual growdi Is not depen¬ 
dent on ethnic or racial ori¬ 
gin. Stem said, "to refute 
once and for all the theories 
of Arthur Jensen and William 
jaKwklcy."^

Dr. Jensen, an educational 
psychologist at the Univereity 
of California, caused a fumre 
m 1969 with his theory that 
rare determines intellechial 
capacity and blacks are in¬ 
herently inferior to whites. 
Dj-. .Shockley, a Nohel 
winning psysicist, expounded 
the theory. 

Stem came to Washington 
to seek federal support for his 
plan. He said the University 
of Miami medical school and 
other universatiea near his 
Miami, Ha., home have 
e.xpressed interest in his pro¬ 
posal. but none have commu¬ 
ted financial hacking. 

Stem said that if no finan- 
■(‘ial support is forthcoming, 
lie is willing to ftiot the bill 
himself.

"I'll 
share my piece of bread at 
home.*’

iitem wants to test his edu- 
catl<vial theories on children

etics totem pole.” 

Anthropologists seem lo be 
in agreement that the Tasa- 
day tribe 4a among the fur¬ 
thest removed from tech¬ 
nological advances. 

‘‘They are genetically 
enough remote from the Ang¬ 
lo-Saxons to serve as a dra¬ 
matic example to refute *Jen- 
sen and Shockley,” said Dr. 
Jay Ingersoll, a professor of 
anthropology at Catholic Uni¬ 
versity here and a specialist 
in southeast Asian primitive 
tribes.

Ingersoll said he doubts 
whether any scientific experi¬ 
ment can remove bigotry, but 
"a dramatic demonstration 
would be useful.” he said. In¬ 
gersoll recalled that French 
anthropologist Claude Levi- 
Strauss successfully had con¬ 
ducted a similar experiment 
— by adopting a girl from a 
primitive Brazilian Indian 
tribe who sitbsequently gra¬ 
duated from the Sorbonne. 

Stem has tested his method 
on his own chldren. and be¬ 
lieves hii 21-year-oId daughter 
Kdith is proof of its success. 

Mth, a cyberneticist at 
IBM in Boca Raton. Fla., was 
sub.|ecled to Stem’s educa¬ 
tional immersion program 
from birth. As an infant she 
hecad classical music 24 
hours a day. engendering, 
said Stem, “nobUity.” At age 
two she began to read, and by 
the age of ftvt. she had ab¬ 
sorbed 24 volumes of the En¬ 
cyclopedia Britannica.

“Educational immersion.” 
e.'»q)lained Stem, “assumes 
that intellectual growth 
begins at birth anduends at 
death. It invxilves the utiliza¬ 
tion of all resources when 
Edith wanted to go to ihe 
park, we passed by a con¬ 
struction site anti she learned 
about physics. If ye passed by 
a union strike, she learned 
about civics.” 

In primary school, Edith, 
who was reading two books a 
day. sicipped through two 
classes a year. She dropped 
out in the ninth grade to study 
at home with her father. 

“Schools kill curiosity," 
•aid Stem. "TTiose who say I 
stole Edith's infancy are 
wrong. I didn't restrict her. I 
added to her life. She bad the 
golden, sandy beaches and 
learned infinity. She looked at 
die stars and leiuned as¬ 
tronomy." 

At age 12. Edith entered 
college to study medicine. She 
was the youngest coed in the 
United States. After a year 
fihe switched to mathematics.

We.stem civilization ha* had a pmfound 
Impact on the Kreen-Akore Indian* here in 
the heart of the Amazon. 

In the few month* aint-e the firnt coiilacl. 
Himple. everyday article* have radically al¬ 
tered fiahing. huntlog. agricultural and Hoclal 
patterns that were the basis of their liven for 
centurie*. And they have deduced the Indian 
from complete aelf-aafficlency and harmony 
with hi* environment to dependence on heat- 
ern man. 

It is a sobering ooiK-lusVm. for thi.* contact 
was planned with all the experience and I'are 
that dedicated men could bring to it. From 
the beginning medical men accompanied the 
expeditions to vaccinate the Indians against 
diseases from which they had no natural pn»- 
tection. They have suffered only colds and 
thede have been m>ne of the tragic epidemics 
that decimated other tril>es after first contact 
with Western men. 

(Umiplelelv mule 

A year ago the Kreen-Akores lived in (he 
Stone Age. They made weapms and in¬ 
struments from 8harT>ened rocks fixed into 
w(X)den handles with fibre from jungle 
plants. With these, they planted and reaped 
cr>i>8. built homes, fashioned Ivavs and 
arrows for hunting and (ought against other 
tribes or savage animals. 

Before Western man came lhe> were I'oni- 
pleteiy nude. They made jewelry from natu¬ 
ral material* Much a* tiny pebble*, fibres. 
*ee(ls. hean* and the teeth of fUh and ani¬ 
mal*. But their knowledge of plant* and 
hertm was *o Intimate they were able to con¬ 
trol the nire lIlneHse* that afflicted them and 
to heal all but the moNt severe uounds. 

Even hy the standards of Brazil’s Indian 
tril)cs. none of which have pi^xluced refined 
civilizations such as Mexico's Aztecs or 
Peru's Incas, the Kreen-Akores were primi¬ 
tive. They had complete mastery over all the 
skills necessary for survival, but they had 
produced little to enrich their lives cultural¬ 
ly 

The impact of Western man began even 
hefpre the first contact, made by Claudio and 
Orlando Vilas Boas, two brothers whose work 
among Brazil's Indians has led to their, being 
nominated several times for the .Noliel Peace 
prize. 

The Vila.* Boas brothers left nut presents 
for the Indians and vhen they first met them 
they found glass heads incoriKwatrd in their 


personal adornments. The Kreen-Akores 
were also using the steel knives they had left 
a.s peace offerings. 

.Since the first meeting, the changes have 
accelerated. 

Member* nf the cnntacl partie* haie 
gU^n the Indian* nylon cord* and Kteel ft*h 
ing lMM>kK. Some of 111 Indian* ha\e now 
*t(»ppcd making fibre cord and hone hook*. 
The Kroen-Akorc* had ne\er hunted at night, 
hut the newcomer* ga\e (hem flanhiight*. 
Now they hunt at night and the game I* 
heconiing more wary and difficult to Mtalk. 

With steel tools, which arc much najre ef¬ 
ficient. the Indians are planting bigger crops. 
And they have also incoi’porated into their 
diet such foods as rice and brown beans 
given lo them hy the newcomers. 

Waut fire firms 

' The y»iune Indian e.xpert Apiena Meirelle*. 
wliiV has now taken over the contact work 
from il.ie Vila.s Boas brother.^, says the In¬ 
dians have an in.stinctive grasp of which arti¬ 
cles will he most useful to them. 

"Beads and mirrors no longer Interest 
ihem.” he .sa>-s. "Tliey want tn learn how to 
shoot and to have firearms, lo ride in our 
plane.". They are fascinated by everj’thing we 
have and they soak uf) new experiences, new 
sen.sations. like young children. 

"One day I w’as walking along the trail 
with them and in my bools I stood on some 
long spikes of jungle palm and crushed 
them." says Meirellcs. "They shouted and- 
ii<m|)ed and asked me to d<i it again. They 
had never l>een able lo tread on those spikes 
in ihcir bare feci. Now they want biKjts." 

Tlicse changes arc creating an easier and 
richer life for ihe Indians, Bui they are also 
building up a threat Ut Ihe very exisicme of 
Ihe tril>c. 

(|ui(‘kl> *ump nf llir*.r article* pa** 
the pniiil nf hciiig curioKltic* and liecome 
necessities." nay* Meirelle*. "From then nn. 
the Indian is dependnnt on you. for he cannot 
produce these giMid* and he ha* no way of 
earning the money tn pay for them. Thin I* 
Ihe dangeroti* period of dlsIlluHlonmenl. At 
some |M)lnf .vou have tn make It clear that 
>ou are not going to go on forever giving, 
them IliingN. )'nu have to explain that they 
uili have to learn the Kklll* to enable them to 
earn the things they want. 

"Our civilization will als«i \ie facing a 
challenge. \\> will have to jirove how sincere 
we are in helping ihem lo arqiiire those 
.skills,"

Smallpox battle in a rail station 


TATANAGAR, INDU (AP) 
— One ot the major battles in 
the war against smallpox Is 
being fought — and lost — in 
the crowded railway station of 
this town in India's eastern 
Bihar state. 

The station is surrounded 


by a severe smallpox epidem¬ 
ic which health c^ficials es¬ 
timate has claimed about 
25,000 lives in Bihar so far 
this year, mors than half of 
all the world's cases in the 
same penod. 

The epidemic has spread 


because smallpox victims 
have boarded trains at Ta- 
tanagar, 150 miles west of 
Calcutta, and carried the con¬ 
tagious disease to other 
states. 

More than 15,000 persons a 
day pass through the station. 
Scene inevitably have small¬ 


pox, a disease not undostood 
by illiterate peasants who 
often think the initial rash is a 
gift from a Hindu goddess. 

One Mnallpox victim recent¬ 
ly boarded a train at Tatana- 
gar and got off in nelghbodng 
Madhya Pradesh state. Ihat 
one passenger started an epi¬ 


demic of 4$4 new cases and 76 
deaths in an area previously 
free of smallpcoc, said the 
World Health Organization, 
W.H.O. 

India is considered the last 
major barrier to a smallpox- 
free world that the W.H.O. 
hopes to achieve by 1975.

Next was a 
9.5*per-cent increase In the 
clothing index and the housing 
Index was up eight per cent. 

The May all-tima Index 
level was 164.6. Stated an¬ 
other way, this meant a mix 
of consumer products costing 
$100 in 1961 would cost $164.60 
in May. The same package 
would have cost $161.90 in 
April and $148.40 last May. 

Higher produce prices dur¬ 
ing May caused about two- 
fifths of the three-fier-cent in¬ 
crease in the food index.

Liberal shrugs 
about banana 
price increase

The price of benanas is up 
40 per cent — now what can 
the Liberal government do 
ebout that? 

Tliat was the case for the 
defence offered by Esquimalt- 
Saanich Liberal candidate 
Don Joy Wednesday when 
other parties were quick to 
jump on the federal govern- 
ment following the latest rise 
In the consumer price index. 

The May increase of 1.7 per 
cent was the highest mon^ly 
rise in 23 years, and food 
prices have risen 18.3 per cent 
over the past 12 months. 

Joy was making the point 


that most of Canada's infla¬ 
tion is caused by rising food 
prices, and much of the food 
that's going up in price is im¬ 
ported. 

"Bananas are up 40 per 
cerrt, sugar prices are way 
up. These are Imported prod¬ 
ucts; there's an awful lot that 
is beyond our control.” 

In B.C.. he said, poor 
weather last month means 
that production of fruits and 
vegetables is down and their 
prices will go up. “But we 
can't just go ask Mother Na¬ 
ture to change the situaticsi.” 

The solution, Joy said, is 
"for the Liberals to go back 
and examine subsidies and

**We sleep with cotton in 
our ears,” said Helmut Schu¬ 
mann of 5269 Sooke. father of 
two small girls. "That's the 
only way to get any sleep.” 

Schumann, who moved to 
Sooke 2H-year8 ago, said 
there had always been a "fair 
amount of noise” but since 
the introduction of what he 
thought was a new chain-type 
log-transporter two months 
ago, die noise level had dou¬ 
bled and even trebled. 

"The high sound goes right 
through your bones.” he said. 
”It’s an unbelievable noise. 
There's nobody who could not 
be affected by it." 

Schumann's remarks about 
the noise level were echoed 
by consulting engineer John 
PoUitt, 5266 Sooke, who told 
the Colonist about "idirieks 
and screeches” that he said 
reached their worst around 
midnight and iri the early 
morning. 

Pollift said he had written 
Dr. Allan Ameil, regional 
medical health officer, and 
spoken to Esquimalt MLA 
James fk>rst, but so far had 
got no action on the problem. 

Me said he had organized a 
meeting six weeks ago with 
company representative Bud 
Smith and was told the com¬ 
pany was "doing something 
about it.”

Asked about the new equip¬ 
ment, Smith said the com¬ 
pany was "ccmtinualiy adding 
to our equipment.” but re¬ 
fused to elaborate. 

He said the four men work¬ 
ing in the log-deck section 
from which t^e noise ap¬ 
parently cam* did not bother 
to wear earmuffs.

"That would provide time 
for consultation with govern¬ 
ments, industry, labor . . . 
and drawing up guidelines 
and priorities for a second 
period of two years.” 

Victoria Conservative can¬ 
didate Allan McKinnon com¬ 
mented that if the May price 
increase sets the pace for the 
year, the annual increase will 
be more than 20 per cent. 

"Surely we must do some¬ 
thing to control inflation ... 
The increase is appalling, and 
disastrous for those on fixed 
incomes.” 

McKinnon challenged the 
Lbcrals to announce what, if 
anything, they propose to do 
about inflation. The Conserva- 
' lives, he said, "have a com- 
prehensive policy which 
would halt the present infla¬ 
tionary expectations.” 

Peter James, New Demo¬ 
cratic Party candidate in Vic¬ 
toria. said the latest rise in 
the price inde.x is an indica¬ 
tion of liberal inaction, and 
shows the need for NDP pro¬ 
posals. Among these, he cited 
establishment of a prices re¬ 
view board to set or roll back 
prices. 

"We need a real, solid at¬ 
tempt by government to 
investigate the reasons for 
rising prices, and to make the 
corporations justify any in- 
creases. Otherwise they 
should not be allowed.” 

James said the Conserva¬ 
tive plan of f^eezir^g prices 
and incomes would be "very 
detrimental to the farmer who 
has to pay higher prices for 
imported equipment.” 

I^ime Minister Trudeau, 
James said, "has been very 
arrogant in telling people not 
to listen to the NDP and Con¬ 
servative proposals.”.

Victoria city council may disband its Heri¬ 
tage Advisory Oommittee because provincial 
legislation makes it impossible for owner# of 
heritage buildings to be compensated for 
preserv’ing them, Mayor Peter Pollen said 
Wednesday. 

"U's really sad.” Pollen told his regular 
Wednesday morning press conference. 
"There is no choice. Ck>mpensation is pre- 
<*luded. We a.sked the government to change 
the .Municipal Act but they’ve eliminated all 
(lur .suggestions." 

Rui Mrs. Carolyn Smyly. president <A the 
Hallmark Society, a non-profit group inter¬ 


ested in heritage preservation, commented: 
"There’s no reason >vhy heritage buildings 
can't be handled here the same way as they 
are in Britain or Ontario.” 

Such buildings can be preserved by trusts, 
foundations, even municipalities. In some in¬ 
stances people donate buildings outright, she 
said. 

"It seems to me the city is saying ‘do it 
our way or not at all'. This worries me.”. ^ 

The heritage committee should proceed 
with the designation of buildings first and 
find out what the problems are, said Mrs. 


Smyly. "The city is just assuming there will 
be a hue and cry wito hundreds of owners of 
heritage buildings hammering on their door. 
It hasn’t happened in other places. Why 
here?” 

C^ty council has asked the government to 
pass legislation that would allow the city to 
lease, buy or expropriate heritage buildings, 
and make grants to owners fer restoration 
andunaintenance. * 

.:Ald. Sam Bawlf, chairmah of council’s 
heritage committee, told a council caucus 
meeting Tuesday that a bylaw to designate 


several buildings on Wharf Street as heritage 
structures now i#-virtually meaningless. 

"Frankly, I think this sets the whole 
cause of preserving heritage buildings back 
eons.” 

He said that, in the circumstances, appli¬ 
cations for demolition ct historic buildings 
cannot be refused except "In extraordinary 
circumstances." 

Oiuncll had hoped its suggeet^C^fljfoges 
would be enacted In the Municipal Act at the 
current session hut toe only change deprives 
the o\<-ner of a heritage building of any rfght 
to compensation.

MONTREAL (CP) — The 
National Hockey Leagpe an¬ 
nounced Wednesday that 
Denver and Seattle have been 
granted conditional franchises 
In the league, with the two 
new entries scheduled to 
begin play in the 1976-77 sea¬ 
son. 

Ckrence Campbell, NHL 
president, made the an¬ 
nouncement minutes before 
the league went into its ex¬ 
pansion draft to Block Kansas 
City ScouU and WashingUm 
Capitals, two teams scheduled 
to join the league for the com¬ 
ing season. 

Tlie decision to add two new 
members was taken at a 
morning meeting of the 
league’s board of governors. 
The governors had been faced 
— under their long-range ex¬ 
pansions plans to select 
two of three bids that faced 
them. 

The other city bidding to 
join the league was San 
IMego, but a recent decision 
by tfiat city to lease its murri- 
cipsily-owntd arena to the 
rival World Hockey Associa¬ 
tion entry, all but torpedoed 
any chance the California city 
might have had. 

Cost of each new franchise 
was $6 million, with a down 
payment of an estimated 
$185.(X)0 required from each 
city with its conditional accep¬ 
tance. It was learned that a 
further payment of $750,000 
must be made by each of the 
new members by the time 
their teams are ready to 
operate. 

The granting of the fran¬ 
chises was also contingent on 
both successhil bidders hav¬ 
ing buildings that meet NHL 
requirements. , n 

Seattle. Denver and aan 
Diego were all members of 
the Western Hockey League 
in past seasons. And the se¬ 
lection of the first fwo for 
NHL membership plus the 
loss of arena space by the lat¬ 
ter, forced drastic action on 
the minor league. 

Both Ivan MuHenix. the 
Denver representative, along 
with Vincent Abbey of Seattle, 
operated WHL teams in their 
resjjective cities. Seattle, 
Denver. Salt Lake City and 
Phoenix will leave the WHI^ 
to join the Central Hockey 
League for the cominr season. 

This decision follcwed a 
meeting by the WHL directors 
where it was decided to su.s- 
pcnd WHL operations for the 
1974-75 season. The Portland 
franchise, operated by the 
WHL. becomes inactive, while 
San Diego remains in limbo.

Giles vFas referring to the 
riotous incident in Cleveland 
recently when hundreds frf 
fans swarmed on to the play¬ 
ing filed, forcing umpires to 
forfeit the game to Te.xas 
Rangers. A number of players 
from both teams were in¬ 
jured. 

TTie rowdyism invading the 


once-staid national pastime is 
bewildering to Giles, who 
feels the fence-jumping out¬ 
bursts can only harm the 
sport.

To aficionados, the list 
makes unfamiliar reading, 
with Haiti. Zaire and Austra¬ 
lia bizarrely in the final 
rounds and England which 
started it aU. on the sidelines 
with the Soviet Union.

Munich disaster 
casts its shadow 


FRANKFURT. West <ler- 
many (UPI) — The shadow of 
Munich will make the 1974 
Uisrld C^lp soccer finals Uie 
most heavily guarded sport¬ 
ing event in history. 

Sir Stanley Rous, president 
of PTFA, says “this was never 
formerly necessary, but now 
we must guard against the 
malaise of the modem 
world.’ 

Every week for the past few 
months, a team of top-ranking 
German police officers has 
held secret meetings in West¬ 
phalia to draft a master plan 
against violence on and off 
the field. 

Privately they concede 
there is no “fail-safe” system 
of preventing attacks such as 
the Palestinian guerrilla ac- 
lion at the 1972 Munich Olym¬ 
pics which led to the massa¬ 
cre of Israeli athletes. 

Ebeiiiard Ha»lep. chief of 
Uip West Berlin Soccer F'eder- 
ation maintains “we have 
done everything in our power 
to make the championships 
secure.” 

Says Peter Hanisch,* iKilice 
liaison officer with the World 
Cup orgaruzers; “We have re- 
<^eived no specific threats but 
we are working on the as¬ 
sumption that every team is 
endangered.” 

The stigma of the Munich 
massacre was deeply felt in 
Germany and policemen ' this 
time will T?tvQ(^cam out of 
their sight.” 

Some 600 policemen will be 
on duty at most matches and 
more at games which (K)se a 
specific possibilty of vio¬ 
lence. 


Because of the overthrow of 
the socialist regime in San¬ 
tiago. Chile will be especially 
watched.

Only England is absent 
from the roll o< honor this 
time. 

Hie run-up to the finals pro¬ 
duced the usual oddities. 
Morocco claimed that when it 
played a game in Zaire — the 
former Belgian Congo — Con¬ 
golese danced outside the 
players' hotel all night to 
keep them awake and leave 
them exhausted for the 
match. 

In another African match, 
supporters said an oi^xisition 
witch doctor put a spell on the 
ball. 

Despite the passions It 
aiouses. the game itself is 
<omparatively simple. Eleven 
men play for 90 minutes with 
the object of putting the ball 
into the opposition net using 
•iny part of the body but the 
hands. The number of goals 
thus scored decides the 
match. The only player who is 
allowed to handle toe ball is 
the goalkeeper, who acts as a 
guardian of his side’s net. 

At its best — as played by 
great cklb sides at their peak, 
such as Manchester United. 
Real Madrid. Celtic, Bayern 


Munich and Santos soccer 
has been described as "poetry 
in motion." 

As joumakists flowed into 
West Germany to cover the 
fii^l rounds — there are 12 
.journalists to’every player 
experts were placing bets on 
toe team that wrU rarry off 
toe prize. 

Much support is going to 
Brazil, armed as it is by 
players of toe caliber of toe 
veteran Jairzinho and the 
<< dashing Rivelino. 

TTie hoet. West Germany, 
also has its devotees and no 
side containing Overato. 
Mueller and Netzer, 
modem day deicendants of the 
Itoineland heroes, can be dis- 
c'ounted. particularly on its 
own soil. 

Italy too has a consistent, if 
dour, record of World Cup 
success. 

This year, the organizing 
body, toe Federation of Inter¬ 
national Football Associations 
(FIFA), has decreed there 
will be no “flnal round” as 
such. Each side will meet the 
other twice and group leaders 
will go forward. Total goals 
scored will count in deciding 
which team goes through 
should teams tie on points. 

Forty referees from 38 
I'ountries are on hand to keep 
order on the field and West 
German officials are bringing 
in hundreds of extra police- 
menl to the nine cities where 
games will take place.

OTTAWA ,CP, — Despite 
tome predictions of a de<-line 
in housing production this 
year, the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corp. report.s 
housing starts continue slight¬ 
ly ahead of last year's reroi'd 
level. 

CMHC said Tuesday that 
preliminaiy figures for May 
indicate starts in urban 
centres reached 2U.0O8. u() 
three per cent from 19,453 in 
the same month last year. 

Starts for the first five 
months of the year amounted 
to 71,616, just ahead of the 


71.276 total for the same 
period last year. 

A record 268,529 units wei'e 
built last year. 

CMHC said there was a 
nine-per-cent increase in sin¬ 
gle-family housing starts In 
the January-May jjeriod and a 
six-i>crH?ent decline in niulti- 
ple activity. 

J>ome prominent buildei’s 
such as H. Keith Morley of 
Toronto, president of Richard 
Costain (Canada) Ltd., have 
predicted a sharp drop in res¬ 
idential construction activity 
this year because of tight 
money conditions.

Also lemon furniture polish, 
lemon toilet bowl cleaner, 
lemon dishwashing soap, 
lemon room deodorant and 
lemon window cleaner. 

“If I’m buying a line of 
products and mie of them has 
lemon in it. I'll definitely buy 
the lemon line.” says a buyer 
for Ralph’s Grocery Co., I.«o8 
Angeles. For instance, he 
says, lemon shamp-xis for 
women move across the 
shelves faster than the ordi¬ 
nary kind. 

Sunidst Growers Inc. — the 
world’s biggest lemon produc¬ 
er — is busily squeezing 
lemons to make lemon odl. A 
ton of lemons produces only a 
few pounds of lemon oil. ac¬ 
cording to Russell Han.’dn, a 
Sunktst vice-president. 

The oil. in its concentrated 
form, goes for about J7 a 
pound, depending on quality. 


And demand is growing. So 
far this jectr Sunkist has pro¬ 
duced about three million 
(KHinds of oil, up about 20 per 
rent from the ouljiut of a year 
ago. 

Hanlin says he can’t exactly 
e.vplain the popularity of the 
lemon. But he says it might 
be attributed to the interest of 
the younger generation in nat¬ 
ural substances as opposed to 
artificially created flavors 
and smells. 

Sunkist, a cooperative 
owned by 8.500 citrus growers 
in California and Arizona, 
does a SlOO million annual 
lemon business. 

Hanlin points out that Snu- 
kist is constantly searching f )r 
new' uses for the lemon. He 
notes, for example, that 
lemon oil in furniture polish 
was found to be good f n* wood 
because of the sheen it pro¬ 
duces.

In-depth interviews in nine 
Metro ridings last week 
showed 64 of 93 people — 
almost 70 per cent — felt in¬ 
flation was the most impor¬ 
tant problem they wanted the 
federal government to do 
something about. 

No other i.ssue came 
through as strongly, although 
about one in 10 referred to 
abuse of unemployment Insur¬ 
ance or welfare, both impor¬ 
tant issues in the 1972 federal 
election according to surv’eys 
taken then. 

As Irene Smith, a 28-year- 
old personnel assistant !<»* a 
mining company who lives in 
St. Paul's ridang commented: 
"Inflation, that's the main 
thing. Rent is going up and 
the price of food is going up 
faster than wages." 

In Spadina, Alexander Cas- 
trinos, 61. a parking lot atten¬ 
dant. said: "The first thing is 
to make the old age pension 
begin at 60 and not pay the 
young i)eo|>le welfare.” 

About four out of 10 people 
interviewed fell Ti^deau 
would still be the best man 
for prime minister, Conserva¬ 
tive Leader Robert Stanfield 
and NDP Leader David Lewis 
were preferred by only one in 
six each. And. comparable to 
what interviewing across 
Western Canada showed, a 
significant fraction — about 
one-quarter ^ either said that 
the country needed new lead¬ 
ership or were unsure as to 
which one would be best. 

The following remarics are 
representative: 

Betty Mi.vasaki. 40, an artist 
living in the riding of York- 


Scarborough prefers Trudeau: 
"He's young and he's vigor¬ 
ous and he's got class. He ap- 
(Ycals to me as a person. I 
haven't really formed an opin¬ 
ion whether he could have 
done better in this situation 
but I don't know of anyone 
else who could. I'm voting 
Liberal because I don't have 
a very good feeling aboiit 
Stanfield." 

Melvyn Brocklebank. a 52- 
year-old train dispatcher in 
Scarborough West: "I don’t 
think there's much choice. 
Stanfield’s more sincere, al- 
thou^ I don't think he’s a dy¬ 
namic person. lYudeeu is 
more gHb. He can sell himself 
better." 

Irene Casasanta, the 36- 
year-old wife of a construction 
foreman also in Scarborou^ 
West likes Lewis: "I feel he's 
for the people, for the 
average family, the man in 
the street." 

I 

Walt Williams^, 55, in 
York Centre who works in en 
automobile leasing business 
dislikes them all: "I think 
none of them would make a 
good (tfime minister. Tru¬ 
deau's had his chance. And 
I'm not too fussy on Stanfield. 
Although the best speaker is 
lve\4is, I think he might he a 
hit too radical." 

Some. f>eople who voted Lib¬ 
eral in 1972 are willing to sup- 
jxMi the Conservatives today 
because their concern over 
rising prices has overcome 
Stanfield’s relative un¬ 
popularity. 

As Bruce Adams. 61, a 
records officer in the provin¬ 
cial civil service living in the 
constituency ol Eglinton put 
it: "I ma^ a mistake last 
time. I voted liberal. But I’m 
not alone, you know. Today, 
I'd vote Conservative because 
the Liberal government has 
done nothing except deteno- 


r a t e die economy. They 
haven't attempted to analyse 
the inflation and do anything 
about it." 

Opinion on pace ami in¬ 
come controls » a key Con¬ 
servative plank — is split 
with slightly more people ap¬ 
parently opposed than in 
favor. The impact of the issue 
on voting intentions varies. 

Interviewing suggests that 
the Conservatives would be 
making greater inroads 
among professional and busi¬ 
ness groups who previously 
supported the Liberals if Stan¬ 
field had not come out in 
favor of controls. 

However, among working 
class and salaried people, his 
stand is an inducement to 
support the Conservatives. 
Even though many feel that 
controls would not be espe¬ 
cially effective, they feel he is 
trying to do something about 
inflation while the Liberals 
are not. 

Stanfield’s emphasis on in¬ 
flation is also convincing 
many pec^le who voted NDP 
last time to support his party 
today, if only as the lie.stjyax^ 
to get the IJberals out. 

This coififnent by Michael 
Finlayson, 35. a University f)f 
Toronto history professor who 
lives in Spadina. indicates the 
motive: "Obviously inflation 
and die level of government 
spending are the two most im¬ 
portant single issues. I'll vote 
ConseiN’a^ve. I don’t want to 
vote for the government and 
voting for the NDP is 2he 
equivalent of voting for the 
government.” 

Interviewing also shows the 
Conservatives gaining more 
than they are losing to the 
Liberals and profiting slightly 
more than the Liberals from 
NDP defections.

Despite the slight trend fa¬ 
voring the Conservatives, 
these scats win not automati¬ 
cally fall to them on election 
day. • 

The reason is that the Lib¬ 
erals start out with a poten¬ 
tial pc^ular vote edge in most 
Metro constituendes. But this 
Liberal potential in pre-elec¬ 
tion surveys has seldom been 
realized in elections because 
it disproportionately consists 
of young people, apartment 
dwellers end pe<^le who do 
not feel intensely about poli¬ 
tics. Interviews show that the 
reason most of these people 
intend to support the Liberals 
is because they like Trudeau. 

But these people are hard to 
reach in campaign canvasses 
and ha\e a relatively p('or 
record of showing up at the 
(mils on voting day. 

In contrast the Consenatixe 
\oi€ is relatively stable, con¬ 
sisting of older, more es¬ 
tablished people living in sin¬ 
gle family dwellings. They 
tend to be far more intense 
than the Liberals in their 
preferences and have strong 
feelings about the issues. 

Tire NDP vote is also diffi¬ 
cult to turn out unless mobiliz¬ 
ed by systematic canvassing 
because a large proportion is 
made up of the less well- 
educated and pe<^)le whose in¬ 
terest in politics is n >1 ps de¬ 
veloped as those who supj ori 
the OnseiN'atives. 

Surveys conducted after the 
1972 election showed that the 
Liberal decline was at lea.st in 
part due to the fact that a sig¬ 
nificant proportion of those 
who intended to supixirt them 
early in the campaign failed 
to do so on election day. The 
Liberals’ relatively weak 
campaign effort then appears 
to have been responsible for 
much of this non-voting. 

As of now, there are few 
signs and' billlxiards np in 
Metro - and little evidence of 
canvassing. 

This is the latest In the six 
elections since 1932 that the 
parties have waited to liegin 
the serious trench warfare in 
the constituencies. But the - 
Uherals and the NDP need a 
full canvass to do well while, 
because of the nature of their 
supix)rt. the Consenatives do 
not have to exert themselves 
as much jdthough they ex¬ 
celled in the door-knocking 
department last time. 

As if to underline the point, 
in one constituency, St. Paul’s 
where Liberal candidate John 
Roberts has been in the field 
for some time. Liberal sup- 
|X)rt appears higher today 
than it was 19 montbs ago. 
Cbnser\’ative Ron Atkey won 
in 1972 by 2.2 percentage 
ixiints over Liberal Ian Wahn 
but Atkey was aidwl by the 
fact that an independent can¬ 
didate. Kay Maepherson. si- 
l>honed off 5.5 per cent of the 
vote, most of which would 
otherwise have been Liberal. 

There are no indeiiendents 
entered now and the seat 
couhi easily revert to the Lib¬ 
erals. 

So while further Conserva¬ 
tive gains are possible in 
Metro they could be fores¬ 
talled by a well-e.xecuted or¬ 
ganizational effort by the L)l> 
crals and the NDP. However, 
Uiis analysis excludes the pos¬

Prescription drugs 
kill 100,000 yearly 


LOS ANGELLS — Unneces¬ 
sary and irrational use of pre¬ 
scription drugs is killing at 
least 100,000 Americans a 
year and making millions 
sick, according to two Univer¬ 
sity of California at San Kran- 
ci.sco drug researchers. 

Dr. Milton Silverman and 
1>. rHiiljp Lee have amassed 
a large amount of rio< umenia- 
liop to convince pill-[)oj>ping 
patients — and their doctors 
- that a significant percent¬ 
age of the annual $10 billion 
drug bill is not only wasted 
hut actually contrlbtites to ill 
health. 

Hot flebalp 

What percentage of the 2.5 
bdlion prescriptions written 
each year cause drug-induced 
injury, adverse reactions and 
death is Iwtly debated by the 
Percies invoQved. 

In a teleT>hone interview, 
Silverman estimated between 
i:;0.000 and 140.000 persons die 
each year in the United States 
as a result of diotg reactions. 

"Bui aJl that he know's 
about are those who gel into 
hobpitaLs." tJie pharmacologist 
said, "W’e know nothing of 
those who arc sick at home, 
nr even die at home. Drug re- 
acti(m is not a reportable dis¬ 
ease." 

Emergency mix 

About 20 per cent of the 
fatal reactions, he said, are 
estimated to he unpredictable 
or "acts of (.k>d*' — terminal 
illnes.ses or emergencies in 
which the doctor uses drug 
combinations he would not 
use if it were not a life-and- 
death matter. ^ 

"That leaves 80 per cent, or 
more than 100,000 lives lost, 
from unnecessary and irratio¬ 
nal use of drugs," Silverman 
said. 

Silverman’s figure of 130.000 
to 140,000 deaths has been 
questioned by the American 
Medical Association and by 
the pharmaceutical industry. 

‘Disservice’ 

'The unsubstantiated gener¬ 
alisations on prescriptions are 
a dissei*vice to the public” 
and "at best a gu^ss.” said 
Dr. Morion Bogdonoff, chair¬ 
man of the department of 
medicine at the University of 
Illinois and editor of the Ar- 
f'hives of Internal Medicine. 

Rut in an interview, a 
spokesman for the 4w.PhHr- 
maceulical Manufacturers As¬ 
sociation admitted that ad¬ 
verse drug actions were "a 
big protilem." adding that in¬ 
dustry was more interested in 
identifying the drugs most 
commonly involved than in 
arguing over numbers. 

Silverman is a I'esearch 
pharmacologist at UC San 
Francisco schools of medicine 
and pharmacy. I^. a physi¬ 


cian. is formei- chancellor of 
UCSF and former U.S. assis¬ 
tant secretary for health and 
scientific affairs. 

. They have compiled docu¬ 
mentation on unnecessary and 
irrationat use of drugs into a 
new IxMik. jniblislicd by Uni¬ 
versity of California Press, 
entitled Pills, Pnifits and Pol¬ 
itics. 

They pay respet t to the ac¬ 
complishments of the phar¬ 
maceutical industry in de\ el¬ 
oping drugs that have saved 
nvilUons of hives — antibiotic 
vaccines, drugs for high bUxKi 
pressure, diabetes, tuberculo¬ 
sis and many others. 

Millions helped 

Also, millions of other per- 
s(vis benefit from the in¬ 
dustry's development of psy¬ 
choactive drugs, anesthetiis 
and other agents for relief of 
suffering, they point out. 

But somehow, Silverman 
nnd Lee said, the desire of the 
industry to enlarge its mar¬ 
kets and its profits has com¬ 
bined with inifirudcnt pre¬ 
scribing habits by doctors and 
with public enthusiasm for 
"magic <'ures" to create mis¬ 
ery as well as help. 

The authors blame the pub- 
lie as well as the industry and 
physicians. 

Drug shoppers 

They say patients pi'essiire 
doctors for prescrijitions the 
doctors know are iinneeded. 
They become "prescription 
shopjiers" who go to several 
doeUws to get a multiplicity of 
medications. They take drugs 
prescribed for another 
member of the family, and 
they are c*on\int ed there is or 
must be a pill for every ill.

Silverman and l.^c »aid, is 
the enormous number of 
drugs — many of them dupli¬ 
cative — that have flooded 
the market since the Se<ond 
World War. About 10,000 p«)d- 
ucts in 14,250 different dosage 
forms and strengths are now 
available for prescription. 

Most physicians, they say, 
have insufficient knowledge of 
pharmacology to deal with so 
many drugs, and many have 
succumbed to dnig company 
pipmolions.

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More than a doll house

’<30HASSET, Mass. — Tlie 
•mall, gentle man locked 
right at home in his rustic 
bam workshop. All about him 
were lovely pieces of antique 
furniture partially refinish^; 
/odd pieces of wood awuit 
' shaping, various small hand 
tools are spread out for choos* 
ing. and an assortment ii 
brushes and containers give 
off wonderful aromas. 

We had passed through the 
wide docn', the boards worn 
white with storms and time, 
to be greeted by Carlo Conte. • 
Our welcome was as warm as 
the potbellied stove standing 
In the middle of the floor. 

"You’ve come to see my 
’doll house.’ " he said eager- 

ly- 

But the term "doll house" 
didn't give the correct Sin- 
prcssion of the marvellous 
project we had come to see. 

"Of course it isn't reall>’ a 
doll house." Conte agreed. "It 
isn’t a palazzo. That's too 
gcand. No. not a villa. It isn't 
a ’model’ either. It's a com¬ 
posite of all the houses T re¬ 
member in the Italian cities I 
knew when I was y^ng." His 
daughter, Barbara, who helps 
with the projecl. thinks that 
"miniature house" is the best 
name yet. 

As he fondly points out 
many of the fascinating de¬ 
tails, we follow him along the 
tiled ten*aces, through the 
arched doorways up the gi*a- 
(Tfully halustraded stairways. 
io the chimneys and the red, 
sloping roof. 

'■ The tiles on the nnjf were 
made .just as they were In the 
ISlh century." Conte exidains. 
"tiach curved tile was cut 
from bits of wood, shaped 
over a dowel, and laid in a 
double course, each piece in-

terlocking so that water can 
run off into the tiny gutter 
and drainpipes fitted to the 
side of the house. 'Ihese tiles 
are Barbara's work.” he con¬ 
tinues proudly. "She spent 
much of one summer finishing 
the rt)of with 5.000 of the 
small, painted, curved 
pieces.” 

To the right of the main en- 
tran<‘e a window, lai^er than 
the other.s, was enclosed with 
a finely sciolled grille. "That 
ro*>m is for meditation," he 
says. "All Italian houses have 
a place set aside f(»r f|uiet." 

When we asked about the 
intricate grille he picked ur> 
some tiny whitUM sticks. 
Laying them on a bench he 
said, "First 1 make a lattice, 
fitting each crosspiece into a 
tiny notch. Then I take each 


little shaped scroll and care¬ 
fully fit and glue it into the 
tiny squares. Sixty-four pieces 
in all." The galea and fences, 
which look like wrought iron, 
are all made in the same way 
and then painted black, as are 
the various lanterns and flow¬ 
er urns. 

The gracefully Khaj)ed urns, 
as yet without the usual 
bright plants, reminded him 
of a forthcoming project. 
Turning lo a rack of blossoms 
no larger than a good-siizcd 
pinhead, he ex|>lains, "Bar¬ 
bara snifia these miniature 
flowerets from bits of tin and 
paints them for me.’’ He is 
delighted with the tiny shapes 
of roses and larkspur. "These 
will grow in the pots and in 
th«* gardens atioul the terra¬ 
ces." 

Details of the house include 
hand carved balu.sters, cor¬ 
nices. lovely arched door¬

Sakharov rips 
Soviet ‘elite’ 



NEW YORK (UPI) — In a 
<laring {^one call to 
York from his Moscow a|^rt> 
Imant. Soviet physicist Andrei 
Sakh^v has offered his fore¬ 
cast of the wx>rld in SO years 
and rapped the Soviet system 
for “the permanent suppros- 
s i o n of nMvconformist 
thought." it was disclosed 
Wednesday. 

SaMiarov, a developer of 
the Soviet H-Bomb and an 
outspoken advocate of human 
rights, made the call May 14 . 
to dictate a 4.000’Word article 
for the 50th anniversary issue 
of Saturday Review-World 
magazine, to he published in 
August. 

In excerpts released 
Wednesday, Sakharov blasted 
the Soviet Uiton and other 
“socialist" nations for “the 
permanent suppression of 
oon-conformlst thought the 
hypocritical, s e 1 f-praising, 
dogmatic and often nationalist 
ideoloRy," and for the forma¬ 
tion of “an egotistic, inimorai. 
smug and hypocritical bu¬ 
reaucratic class." 


"Ail this creates a situation, 
that is not cmly unpleasant for 
tlie people of these cM|ntrie« 
but also dangerous for all of 
mankind," Sakharov sahl. 

“I must talk about it here, 
because as a citizen of the 
most influential soctalist state 
1 bear my part of that respon¬ 
sibility," he said. 

“I do not know whether peo¬ 
ple in the west fully compre¬ 
hend what the newly declared 
freedom of tourism in the so¬ 
cialist countries really repre¬ 
sents or how much of it is for 
show, red tape, and cruel reg¬ 
imentation," hexaid. 

"For the few who are trust¬ 
ed, such trips are most often 
merely an attractive opiwrtu- 
nity — pafekfor b/conformity 
— to dress in western clothes 
and generally join the elite. I 
have already written uiuch on 
freedom of travel, but this is 
the Carthage that must be de¬ 
stroyed." 

Sakharov said he would like 
to see the beginning of a 
world government based on 
"Global human rights."

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Debate limits ^unfair’

Government proposals to 
restrict debate in the B.C. Le* 
gi^ature are “unfair, harsh, 
excessive*' and nothing but a 
form of closure, a Socred 
MLaA charged Wednesday. 

James Chabot (Columbia 
River) told the Legislature he 
takes strong exception to the 
government's “roughshod 
treatment imposed on the Le¬ 
gislature." 

Accusing the government of. 
having made up its mind on 
the proposed restrictions. 
Chabot initiated debate in the 
house on the report of an all¬ 
party committee, recommend¬ 
ing time limits on legislative 
debates. 

The report, tabled last May 
by the government-dominated 
committee, recommended de¬ 
bate on departmental spend¬ 
ing estimates be restricted to 
45 sittings or 135 hours, with 
speeches limited to 30 minutes 
each. 

The report suggested throne 
speech debates be limited to 
six days and the budget de¬ 
bate to 10 days and also rec¬ 
ommended speeches during 
the throne speech debate be 


limited to 60 minutes for 
party leaders and 40 minutes 
for other MLAs. 

When the committee com¬ 
pleted its report last May. all 
members of the oppo^on 
parties voted against it.

Chabot said at the time: “A 
little bit of democracy has 
died this morning." 

Repeating his strong objec¬ 
tions Wednesday, Oiabot sin¬ 
gled out limitations on the de¬ 


bate of estimates as the most 
damaging part erf the restric¬ 
tions. 

Opposition members have 
an opportunity to question 
ministers extensively during 
that debate, he said. 


Chabot also stressed that 
B.C.’s budget of more than $2 
billion should be scrutinized 
very carefully and the time to 
do it, he added, was during 
the debate on spending es¬ 
timates.

Makers of violins 
a most modest lot

Stradivari. Guarnen.

All makers of vifjlins. al¬ 
lhough the first three arc 
more widely kno\Mi. 

It's fertain. however, ihal 
the famed first three derived 
no more pleasure from creat¬ 
ing a fine violin than do their 
modem counterparts. 

Jack.son. Cooper end Shold 
are aniong the growing group 
of Vancouver Islanders who 
made violins a.s a hobby, and 
who put into that hobby the 
rare and skill of perfec- 
tionlsUs, 

Togevher wiih other modern 
instrument makers in Cana¬ 
da, these “hobbyists" might 
o' cn produce instruments su¬ 
perior to those of the old 
masters, because of the ad- 
\anced techniques available 
to them. 

But you’ll never get them to 
admit this. They’re inclined to 
be modest about their 
achievements, and their in¬ 
struments. 

Typical is Archie Shold. a 
stationary engineer for the 
federal government, who lives 
at 2Y40 Dewdney in Oak Bay. 

At the recent annual vk>lin- 
makers’ competition in Bur¬ 
naby. Shold won the Hugh 
Sutherland troi>hy ^for best 
\ iola. The trophy is a hand- 
(arved figurine made by 
Hugh .Sutherlartd of Sidney, 
who is also a violin-maker. 

Sidney Jackson, of 2437 
. Amherst in Sidney, this year 
took the George Wright 
troohy for best new violin. 

Qarence Cooper. <rf 1510 Or¬ 
chard House in James Bay. 
placed second in the Interna¬ 
tional Violin Trophy class. 

T^e competition, which in¬ 
cludes classes for cello and 
steelstring (country music) 
violins, drew entries from as 
far as Nova Scotia. Texas and 
Minnesota. 

Shold, who says he doesn’t 
even play the violin, is the 
owner erf about 45 in¬ 
struments. They range from 
one almost 300 years old to 
the 14 be has made himself. 

His interest in violins was 
sparked by his father, back in 
Camrose. Alta., who was a 
“real country fiddler." 

Shold had done little about 
violins beyond collecting them 
until almost 20 years ago 
when he went to Camrose and 
rescued his father’s old fiddle 
from a shed where it had 
. been left to dry and fall apart. 

He brought it home, and set 
sbout “tinkering with it” to 
see if it could be reassembled. 

He was successful, but even 
’ then limited himself to more- 
or-less casual repair work on 
other violins until 1967 when 
he built his first complete vio¬ 
lin. 

It’s a complex procedure, 
calling for extreme precision, 
proper wx>xls, pix^r varnish 
~ and patience. 

Shold insists he has been 
lucky, having won major 
prizes for his violins in sever¬ 
al competitions. He says he 
has had help. too. in the ex¬ 
change of ideas that goes on 
, among members o< the Violin 
Makers* Association of B.C. — 
especially those in Victoria 
and Sidney. 

He uses European maple 
(or the backs of his violins; 
Ingleman's spruce from the 
Kootenays lor tiie tops. 

After 14 violins, he switched 


to a viola for this year's com¬ 
petition. “Clarence Coo|jcr 
talked me into trying the 
larger instrument, and gave 
me a pattern, but I uved my 
own plate graduations.” 

That's .just a hint at the 
work’s complexity, for the 
wood must be carved with ex¬ 


treme care to the varying 
thicknesses required at dif- 
lercnl points to obtain the 
finest tone. 

Tone is what it's all about. 
A violin may be l)cauliful to 
look at. but without lone it’s 
just a fancy i)it of wotxl carv¬ 
ing.

White rhinos of South Africa 
face new threat to existence

The white rtnno, once one ot 
the world's rarest beasts, 
which has been saved from 
extinction during the last 60 
year# by providing breeding 
grounds in a series of isolated 
South African game parks, 
(aces a new threat to its exis¬ 
tence : urban sprawl. 

A huge new port and in¬ 
dustrial complex now being 
developed oh the Natal coast 
will swallow up vast areas of 
countryside ideal for the 
white ihlno, while other ex- 
pansps of bushland may be 
taken over for farming. 

In 1915 it was estimated 
that tliere were only 25 white 
rhinos — the animal is far 
heavier than its ordinary 
cousin and has a distinctive, 
square-shaped mouth — left 
m the world. They were con- 
rentraled into an area in 
northern Zululand 130 miles 
north of Durban, where the 
countryside was considered 
unsuitable for farming be¬ 
cause of the prevalence of the 
tsetse fly.

*'Dear Ches: My husband 
and I ^)ut in a new lawn last 
fall, and we misse^ your col¬ 
umn BO much this spring 
Mtien we were looking for 
guidance on how to get it off 
to a good start. 

“Actually, the grass isn't 
too bad. but there are quite a 
few weeds in it. and I propose 
’ to treat it with weedkiller. 

“What I -can’t figure out. 
though, is the timing. Do we 
spray the weeds first, before 
feeding the lawn with fertiliz¬ 
er? Should the fertilizer go on 
first, or can they both he ap¬ 
plied at the same time?” 

This letter brings up a most 
interesting point, and esfie- 
oially the last pact asking 
whether fertilizer and weed¬ 
killer can lie applied simul¬ 
taneously. 

'Phese are the days of 
ready-mixed ‘conveniem-e’’ 
products touching everything 
from concrete to breakfast 
foods instant lea and cof- . 
fee. inslant rice and oatmeal, 
prepared cake mixes, frozen 
TV dinners, pre-glued floor 
tiles and the like, so it is only 
natural that the manufac- 
furers of garden chemicals 
should figure out a way to 
feed the lawm and kill the 
weeds all in one go.

Garden Notes 


Every garden shop today 
stocks a type of fertilizer 
which has been fortified wnth 
weedkiller chemicals in gran¬ 
ular form. Just sprinkle the 
»ituff on the lawn and both 
jobs are done. 

As an incurably lazy gar- 
d e n e r , such labor-saving 
metlKxls have a strong appeal 
to me. and these fertilizer- 
weedkiller mixture.s really do 
work. 

However. I don't think 
they work quite so well as 
se|)arate applications, so in 
spite of the extra work in¬ 
volved, my personal prefer¬ 
ence is to feed the lawm first, 
spreading the fertilizer abinit 
two weeks in advance of the 
!?-4*D weedkiller application. 

★ ★ ★ 

At first though, this may 
seem completely cockeyed. 
Why waste fertilizer feeding 
the weeds? Why build them, 
up' and make them stning be¬ 
fore attacking them? 
Wouldn’t you get a better kill 
if the weeds were sprayed 
while still in an under¬ 
nourished condition? 


The answer is a most defi¬ 
nite no, and to understand 
this, you should have some 
idea of how weedkiller wdrks. 

First, you should know that 
weedkillers cause susceptible 
plants to grow themselves to 
death, and anything that 
sfjeeds up this growth will 
assist the process. 

★ ★ ★ 

Second, it is important to 
remember that the weedkiller 
chemical must be absorbed 
through ||;te leaves, not the 
roots, and the greater ex¬ 
panse of leaf surface ex]>osed 
to Che spray, the better the 
kill. Well-fed w'eods will have 
more and ■bigf;er leaves. 

'Ihe trick, then, is to feed 
the lawn generously in the 
spring or early summer to en- 
< (>uragc lush green growth in 
both grass AND weeds, then 
hit the weeds when their 
leaves have become big and 
sappy. 

Given reasonably warm 
weather and sufficient mois¬ 
ture. the effect of a fertilizer 
dressing should be noticed in 


about a week a general lm- 
provement in the color of the 
grass. 

★ ★ ★ 

After two weeks, both grass 
and weeds should be in full 
flush of exuberant growth, 
and the weeds in particular 
should be tender and lush, 
with wide-open leaf pores and 
in a most receptive condition 
for a knock-out punch. 

Sprayed or sprinkled in this 
condition, the <-hemical is 
taken into the plant's blood¬ 
stream and passed on down to 
the roots, killing them. 

In mixing weedkiller 

solution, don't l>e temiHed t > 
make it up stronger than the 
dosage recommended on the 
label. 

It is a iromm wi human fail¬ 
ing Co think that if a little is 
good, a lot must l>e better, 
but if you are tempted to add 
an o.vtra aisxinful of w'oed- 
killer c aicontrate to your 
sprayer, rememlier ttiat a 
t>>-stnmg -wHution will kill Hie 
loaves kjo qui<rkly. bef<>re they 
have had time to i>ass the 
chemicaJ on down to the roots.

But bewai'e of 
growing old. Solomon’s third 
hook reminds us of the 
danger. In Ecclesiastes he 
sees only tliat all is vanity. 
Now there is nothing- new- 
under the sun. Life, is empty,

pronoun “I”. He’s old because 
he Just can’t get himself off 
his mind.

Krieghoff hunt at dead end? 


OTTAWA (CP) — The pos¬ 
sibility that any more long- 
lost paintings by Cornelius 
Krieghoff will be found is 
growing remote, says Peter 
Winkworth, a curator of 
McCord Museum in Montreal. 

He was here Wednesday for 
the opening of a special dis¬ 
play of Krieghoff lithographs 
at the Public Archives, a 
show which will remain on 


view for Ottawa’s summer 
tourists until Sept. 2. 

Winkworth, honorary cura¬ 
tor of prints and drawings for 
tile McCord, McGill Universi¬ 
ty's museum of Canadians, 
organized the display i^of 
Krieghoff’s works two years 
ago. It has been seen in Mon¬ 
treal, Toronto, Paris, Brussels 
and London, before coming 
here, and so far it has lead in 
no new discoveries. 


What prompts the sugges¬ 
tion that there may still be 
some unrecognized Krieghoff 
paintings is that the display 
includes prints for which no 
paintings are known. 

Krieghoff. bom in Amster¬ 
dam, raised in Germany, and 
for a time a soldier in fhe 
American army, came to Can¬ 
ada in 1837. Before his death 


in 1872. he became interna¬ 
tionally-known for his land¬ 
scapes and poriraits of Que¬ 
bec habitant life. His paint¬ 
ings now draw premium 
prices whenever dicy reach 
auction markets. 

His works became so fHipu- 
lar that they were litho- 
graphed-engraved for printing 
in black and white, and hand- 
colored. sometimes matching 
the original paintings closely. 


There arc prints in the show 
based on at least 19 paintings, 
but original paintings are 
known or on display to match 
only alxiut 10 of them. 

Winkworth said in an inter¬ 
view it now seems unlikely 
that any of the missing paint¬ 
ings will be found, though it 
always remains a possibility 
that some have ])een hidden 
away and forgotten in a 
storeroom or attic.

"There is a prevailing myth 
alxHJt my friend Rod Qack," 
the nvaycr told his weekly 
press conference. "And he is 
my friend." 

The myth is that Clack, sin¬ 
gle-handedly, was resp- 
oonsible for the building of 
Bastion Square and Centenni¬ 
al Square, the mayor said. 

"He was one of a number of 
people who were responsi¬ 
ble." he went on. "Mayor 
(R.B.) Wilson had the guiding 


hand in it. Aid. Sam Bawlf's 
brother Nick, who wrote a 
thesis on it, was Involved, and 
many others." 

Clack is now assistant gen¬ 
eral manager of the National 
Capital Commission in Otta¬ 
wa, which may become the 
model for a similar capital 
commission here. 

"The general public doesn't 
appreedate the fantastic 
cost." Pollen said. "Ottawa 
has $800 million worth of real 


estate, a staff bigger than 
that of the city of Victoria and 
an operating budget larger 
than Victoria’s." 

The Capital Improvement 
District Commission is the 
proper instrument for devel¬ 
oping the Inner Harbor, Pol¬ 
len said, "under Provincial 
Secretary Ernie Hell, a capa¬ 
ble fellow." 

Rescurces Minister Robert 
Williams is "most inappro¬ 


priate" for the job "because 
he handles the whole peovince 
now" and he’s "pushing Hall 
and (Municipal Affairs Min¬ 
ister James Lorimer) out of 
the way.” 

The provincial government 
will have to come to the city 
eventually, the mayor said, 
because it has the capability 
to work out the develc^ment 
of the Inner Harbor — "we’ve 
demonstrated it."

Last year Dave Bowman 
won the lake trout category 
with a 12 -pound rainbow taken 
in July 6*001 Nahmint Lake. 
In 19^ a IS-pounder from 
Spmat l.ake won, and in 1970 
a 13.9-i)ounder from Gold 
Lake won. 

An unusually heavy 
9 ’ 2 -pound coho has been 
weighed into the King Fisher¬ 
man Contest hy Victoria 
Press circulation staffer 
David Webber and its iden¬ 
tification has been verified by 
Federal Fisheries Inspector 
Harry Grainger. 

Webber caught his big coho 
(for this time oi yrar) on Sun¬ 
day while trolling off Willis 
Point with minnow. 

"It surjaised me. I didn't 
think coho were that big 
now." he said. 

As a VPL staffer he^is not 
entitled to merchandise 
Ipri/es. but he is entitled to all 
King Fisherman trophies, but¬ 
tons and crests and for the 
special in-plant VPL King 
Fisherman Contest. 

Normally coho at this time 
of year are no heavier than 
six pounds, growing a little 
every day. Anglers and 
weigh-in stations are remind¬ 
ed that contest ofiiciais may 
demand proper identification 
fmm a fisheries official. j 

Distinction between coho i 
and Chinook include black j 
gums for Chinooks, white | 
gums for coho; spots on both j 
halves of tail for chin<x>ks, i 
spots only on top half of tail 
for coho, and one spot on the 
lower half can make the dif¬ 
ference: 140 to 185 pyloric 
caeca (the stringy things at 
end stomach) for chinooks 
and only 43 to 60 for coho. 

If there is any doubt what¬ 
soever it is a good kiwi to 
keep the pyloric caeca w'hen 
cleaning the fish. They pro¬ 
vide indisputable proof of 
identity*.

OTTAWA (CP) — Fuel for an ali*eady hoi 
election issue came out Wednesday in a Statistics 
Canada I'eport that the May increase in the con¬ 
sumer price index w'as the highest in 23 years. 

Leaders of opposition parties all claimed the 
figures demonstrated a need for their programs. 

Prime Minister Trudeau 
noted that higher food prices 
were part of the reason for 
the sharp rise in the index 
and said his opponents’ pro¬ 
posals for controls on prices 
did not include food. 

The May increase was 1.7 
per cent. About half of the 
increase was due to a three- 
per-cent jump in the food 
index and another one-quaiier 
caused by higher gasoline and 
fuel oil costs. 

There has not been a higher 
monthly increase since the 
government was dismantling 
the wartime price controls 
program afte the Second 
World War. 

Since last May. the con¬ 
sumer price index has gone 
up by 10.9 per cent. 

Progressive Conservative 
leader Robert Stanfield said 
the May increase was alarm¬ 
ing and it now was urgent 
that a form of prices and in¬ 
comes controls be implement¬ 
ed. 

Stanfield said in Hamilton, 
Ont. the ethic of Liberalism 
now could be described as 
"economic bigotry — the no¬ 
tion that those vho have the 
least matter the least." 

Stanfield said price and In¬ 
come controls should be im¬ 
plemented because nothing 
else teems to be woricing and 
nothing is being given to those 
people who need help. 

NDP leader Darid Lewis, in 
the Arctic, expressed "deep 
concern about the steepness 
of current increases, especial¬ 
ly in the light of the hefty 
profits being made by the 
meat packers and sugar refin¬ 
eries.” 

"The consumer price statis¬ 
tics underscore the need for a 
national price control board 
with powers to roll back un¬ 
justified price increases." he 
said, adding that the packers 
and refineries "might war¬ 
rant use of this board.” 

In Montreal, Real Caouette. 
Social Credit party leader’ de¬ 
scribed the cost-of-living rise 
as "a normal consequence of 
an obsolete financial regime 
which does not take into ac¬ 
count people’s needs." 

Prime Minister Trudeau 
had said Tuesday that when

DUNCAN — Agricultural 
land reserve maps released 
this week by the provincial 
government have caused 
some concern in the regi(m. 

Nord! Cowichan Mayor 
Gerry Smith told The Colo¬ 
nist: “Uiey are certainly a 
detriment to the municipality. 
We don't know who changed 
the maps, but when they were 
submitted to the B.C Land 
Commission, certain areas al¬ 
ready slated for development 
were omitted and now they 
are frozen. 

"A lot of the land which the 
government has included in 
the freeze has already been 
classified as industrial," he 
said. 

Smith said he would first 
appeal to Cowichan Valley 
Region Board, then to to the 
land commission to fight for 
changes if necessary. 

However, William Syming¬ 
ton, administrator for the re¬ 
gion board, said most of the 
plans submitted to the com- 
missiCRi were returned un¬ 
changed. 

'The biggest change was in 
land along Lakes Kmd which 
had been slated for develop¬ 
ment and has now ibeen put in 
the land reserve." 

He added that a "lot of land 
Ss in the freeze and people 
must go through the region 
board to make application to 
have land taken out of the 
freeze." 

Symington said, "There 
were no great surprises. Most 
people were well aware of 
what was going to happen." 


Bernard White, an area sur¬ 
veyor. told The Colonist that 
freezing of the Lakes Road 
area would cause problems.

The increase Is appalling, and 
disastrous for those on fixed 
incomes.” 

McKinnon challenged the 
I. bcrals to announce wfMUt. if 
an>ihing. they propose to do 
about inflation. The Conserva¬ 
tives. he said, “have a com- 
prehensive policy which 
would halt the present infla¬ 
tionary expectations.” 

Peter James. New Demo¬ 
cratic Party candidate in Vic¬ 
toria, said the latest rise In 
the price index is an indica¬ 
tion of liberal inaction, and 
shows the need for NDP pro¬ 
posals. Among these, he cited 
establishment of a prices re¬ 
view board to set or roll back 
prices.

Regional politicians Wednesday took the 
first step toward ensuring that elderly Gulf 
Islanders in need of light nursing care don’t 
have to be moved to Vancouver Island. 

The Capital Region Hospital Board voted 
to buy nearly two acres of land adjacent to 
Ganges’ Lady Minto hospital in the hope that 
a small 40-bed nursing home can be built cn 
the site. 

The home will serve those who need "in¬ 
termediate and personal care" (medical jar¬ 
gon for those elderly who can't cope living by 
themselves but don’t require long-term 
or extended hcepital treatment). 

Lady Minto already has 15 extended-care 


be(4 ^d the planned home would mean that 
elderly Gulf Islanders could get the entire 
range ot nursing services without having to 
be shifted to rest homes or nursing homes on 
Vancouver Island. 

Lady Minto’s chairman Paid Layard re¬ 
ported to the regicnal board that the Gulf 
Lslands community already had acute-care 
(there arc 25 acute-beds at Lady Minto) and 
cxtended-care beds but little in the way of 
home-care except Meals on Wheels. 

Said Layard: "There is insufficient public 
health nursing service to meet the needs of 
the islands and there Is but one small private 


rest home with room for approximately 12 
persons, which does not provide any nursing 
care. 

"This means that, as it becomes impossi¬ 
ble icT people to cope with living by them¬ 
selves. they are forc^to seek personal or in¬ 
termediate care outside the Gulf Islands 
community.” 

Layard said patients who "graduated" 
from extended-care hospital treatment at 
l.ady Minto should not havr to face the "in¬ 
tolerable" suffering of being moved to homes 
in unCamiliar sjfrroundings. 

"TTie physical and mental suffering im¬ 
posed on these patients removed from their 


familiar surroundings is intolerable, some¬ 
times it results in death, rapid decline, ad¬ 
mittance to emergency departments or to 
acute-care hospitals." 

Cebt of the 1.72 acres land was 837,500 
which regiional hospital chairman Art 
Young says will come out of regional proper¬ 
ty taxes. 

Young told the Colonist his planning staff 
will now look at ways of financing constnic- 
tion and operation of the home bef<n'e the 
board makes a decision to go ahead.

NHL 
president, made the an¬ 
nouncement minutes before 
the league went into iu ex- 
pansiem draft to stock Kansas 
City Scouts and Washington 
Cairitals. two teams scheduled 
to ^in the league for the com¬ 
ing season. 

The decision to add two new 
members was taken at^ a 
morning meeting of b)e 
league’s board of govemonk 
The governors had been faced 
~ under their long-range ex¬ 
pansions plans to select 
tut) of three bids that faced 
them. 

The other city ‘bidding to 
Join the league was San 
Diego, but a recent' decision 
by that city to lease its muni- 
cipelly-owned arena to the 
rival World Hockey Aasocia- 
tion entry, all but torpedo^ 
any chance the California city 
might have had. 

Cost of each new franchise 
was $6 million, with a down 
payment of an estimated 
S185.0(X) required from each 
city with its conditional accep¬ 
tance. It was learned that a 
further payment of $750,000 
must be made by each of the 
new members by the time 
their teams are ready to 
operate. 

The granting of the fran¬ 
chise was alto contingent on 
both successful (bidders hav¬ 
ing buildings that meet NHL 
requirements. 

Seattle. Denver and San- 
Die.go were all members of 
the Western Hockey League 
in past seasons. And the se¬ 
lection of the first two for 
NHL meml>er8hip plus the 
loss of arena space by the lat¬ 
ter, forced drastic action on 
the minor league. 

Both Ivan Mullenix. the 
Denver representative, along 
with Vincent Abbey of Seattle, 
opemted WHL teams in their 
respective cities. Seattle, 
Denver, Salt iJike City and 
Phoenix aill leave the WHL 
to Join the Central Hockey 
League for the cominr season. 
MORE MORE MORE 
This decision'' follcMed a 
meeting by the WHL directors 
where it was decided to sus¬ 
pend \M1L operations for the 
1974-75 season. The Portland 
franchise, operated by the 
WHL. becomes inactive, while 
San Diego remains In limbo. 

Mullenix. 37, is a St. Louis 
apartment developer. He be- 
camej^.sident of the WHl- 
DeWSie*'Spurs after mircha.s- 
ing the team late in 1972. The 
NHL franchise in Denver will 
he held by Denver Sports 
Inc.. which Mullenix is the 
chief stockholder. 

The Denver NHL teim will 
play in a 16.000-seat municipal 
arena which is now under 
construction.

CMRO (UPI) Tvvt) mil¬ 
lion dancing, cheering Lgyi>- 
liuns gave President Nixon 
the biggest welcome of his life 
Wednesday. President Anwar 
Sadat later gave him the na¬ 
tion’s highest honor and feted 
him with a lavish banquet in 
the gardens of Egypt's last 
king. 

But admidsi the gaity of 
what Nixon described as one 
of the most memorable days 
of his life, Sadat injected a 


note of warning that the prob¬ 
lems of the area are by no 
means solved. 

Under palms clustered with 
red. white and blue lights, at 
Kubbah Palace. Sadat cau¬ 
tioned that a solution to the 
Palestinian issue is “indispen¬ 
sable to the attainment of a 
just and durable peace." 

Referring to the Arabs who 
were displaced when Pales¬ 
tine wa.s set aside as Israel, 
homeland for tlie Jews.

Ehrlichman trial

WASHINGTON (AP) A 
federal judge said Wednesday 
a "substantial change" in 
President Nixon’s position on 
executive privilege may make 
unnecessary a separate, de¬ 
layed trial for John Ehrlich¬ 
man in the EUsberg break-in 
case. 

“I think we should proceed 
on the assumption that possi¬ 
bly we are to be able to pro¬ 
ceed with no severance nr 
continuance of Mr. Ehrlich¬ 
man necessary," Judge Ger¬ 
hard Gcsell said. 

He said he will rule today 
after conferring with lawyers 
in the case. 

Gesell modified his earlier 
demand that he be the final 
judge of what materials in 
Ehrlichman’s White House 
filel can be produced for 
trial.

OTTAWA (CP) — Fuel for an already hoi 
election issue came out Wednesday in a Statistics 
Canada report that the May increase in the con¬ 
sumer price index was the highest in 23 years. 

Leaders of opposition parties all claimed the 
figuies demonstrated a need for their programs. 


Prime Minister Trudeau 
noted that higher food prices 
were part of the reason for 
the sharp rise in the index 
and said his opponents’ pro¬ 
posals for controls on prices 
did not include food. 

The May increase was 1.7 
per cent. About half of the 
increase, was due to a three- 
per-cent - jump in the food 
index and another one-quarter 
caused by higher gasoline and 
fuel oil costs. 

There has not been a higher 
mcMithly increase since the 
government was dismantling 
the wartime price controls 
program after the Second 
World War. 

Since last May. the con¬ 
sumer price index has gone 
up by 10.9 per cent. 

Progressive Conservati\e 
Leader Robert Stanfield said 
the May increase was alarm¬ 
ing and it now was urgent 
that a form of price* and in¬ 
comes controls be implement¬ 
ed. 

Stanfield said in Hamilton, 
Ont. the ethic of Liberalism 
now could be described as 
"economic bigotry — the no¬ 
tion that those who have the 
least matter the least." 

Stanfield said price and in- 
(•ome controls should toe im¬ 
plemented because nothing 
else seems to be working and 
nothing is being given to those 
people who need help. 

NDP leader David Lewis, in 
the Arctic, expressed “deep 
concern about the steepness 
of current increases, especial¬ 
ly in the light of the hefty 
profits being made by the 
meat packers and sugar refin¬ 
eries." 

"The consumer price statis¬ 
tics underscore the need for a 
national price control board 
with powers to roll back un¬ 
justified price increases." he 
said, adding that the packers 
and refineries “might war¬ 
rant use of this board.” 

In Montreal. Real Caouettc, 
Social Credit party leader' de¬ 
scribed the cost-of-living rise 
as "a normal consequence of 
an obsolete financial regime 
which does not lake into ac¬ 
count pecq>le’s needs.”

(UPI) — Police were 
hoping today that Interpol can get word to an 
ocean liner before it reaches Japanese 
waters that some of the “scrap metal" in its 
cargo consists of stolen pieces of a valuable 
Roman fountain. 

The pieces are worth thousands of dollars. 

Theft charges were to be brought today 
against Walter MuNeal, 46. a warehouse jani¬ 
tor accused of stealing paeces oif the fountain. 

The Marriott Hotel c^ain bwght the foun¬ 
tain for $150,000 from a hotel in Rome and 
had it disassembled and stored * awaiting 
completion of a hotel under construction in 
Newport Beach, where It was to be installed. 

Police said McNoal stede pieces that would 


have been worth $50,000. and sold them to a 
scrap dealer for $600. 

'TWO solid 75-pound brass castings of fish 
about four feet long, worth $25,000, were 
recovered at McNeal’s home, police said, but 
six pieces had already been shipped to Japan 
aboard the liner Queen’s Way Bridge, which 
sailed June 2. 

Police said that under Japanese law, 
metal imported as scrap cannot be exported 
again, and there were fears that unless the 
valuable fountain compeoents can be reco¬ 
vered before the ship entere Japifiese 
waters, they will be lost. 

Interpol was asked to get word to the 
liner's captain.
